Defeated 

THE NEGROES VOTE 15 TO 1 AGAINST IT. The Liberator WINS ANOTHER VICTORY. 


The overwhelming defeat of the 
Lissner-Eddie Charter marks the 
passing of the Goo Goos. Drunk 
with power they rushed from one 
extreme to another. Their at¬ 
tempt to put the city into the hands 
of a machine composed of four 
men ./With the power to keep 
themselves perpetually in office 
was more than the voters could 
stand. 

Along with the others, the colored 
voters arrayed themselves against 
the charter because its bad features 
out numbered the good ones and 
they smote it hip and thigh; 
particularly because they knew 
that its adoption meant the 
complete elimination of the Negro 
from the public service and they 
seized upon it as a good oppor¬ 
tunity to punish the Lissner buneh 
for the unmanly treatment they 
had received at their hands. 

The Negro voters have the bal¬ 
ance of power or more, in 35 pre¬ 
cincts; every one of which voted 
from 2 to 1 to 15 to 1 against the 
charter. In precinct 232 a pre¬ 
cinct'in which The Liberator has 
Its largest proportionate circula¬ 
tion, 5 voters were cast for the 
charter and 77 against it. This is 
a solid colored precinct. As it 
was in precinct 232, so it was in 
all of the Negro precincts; the vote 
against, the charter being large or 
small in proportion to the size 
of The Liberator’s circulation in 
said precinct. For justice and fair 
play The Liberator wins another 
victory. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE GREAT 
TIMES BUILDING DEDICATED 
ON DECEMBER 4th. 


Erected on the spot occupied 
by the original structure, destroyed 
through the wicked agencies of 
conspiracy, dynamite and fire, Oct. 
1, 1910; rebuilt 1911-1912, and re¬ 
occupied October 1, 1912. 

The aim of the builders has been 
to make the building as nearly 
fire-proof, earth-quake proof and 
dynamite-proof as is humanly pos¬ 
sible, and also to make it exactly 
suited to the practical and exacting 
requirements of the expanded and 
expanding business. 

The new building is wider, deeper, 
higher in the air, extends farther 
into the earth, and is more solid, 
massive, enduring and imposing 
in appearance than was the des¬ 
troyed structure. 

The building covers a private 
closable alley running north from 
First street along the easterly 
side. From this alley a powerful 
paper hoist starts, connecting with 
the sub-basement. “Ink Alley,” 
so called, which ran east-wardly 
from the Broadway front, and was 
the point chosen by the dynamiters 
for their operations, has been abol¬ 
ished. 

Five public entrances from the 
street, two passenger elevators, 
three freight elevators, two plate 
elevators and one electric paper 
hoist give ingress and egress. The 
first floor is reached by the general 
entrances, •and the other floors, 
as well as the roof, are reached by 
elevators, and also by adequate 
stairways. Near the northwest 
corner a dependable stairway for 
the force rises from the Broadway 


side, running against the interior 
of the north wall all the way to 
the top of the building, connecting 
en route with all floors. 

The building is equipped with 
a modern system of heating and 
ventilation, arranged with auto¬ 
matic control from the various 
departments, to give the tempera¬ 
ture required. All of the air en¬ 
tering into the ventilation system 
is purified before entering the' 
rooms. All the floors have suit¬ 
able washrooms and lockers. 

A permanent exterior lighting 
system has been installed, with 
about 6000 incandescent lights out¬ 
lining the entire building, including 
the four sides of the tower, and' 
also the dome. 

A complete sprinkler system has 
been installed, supplied from two 
7500-gallons pressure tanks above.. 

Construction

steel, bronze, copper, concrete, 
wood, marble, lead and glass. 

Dimensions: 90 feet on Fir^t 
by 156 feet on Broadway; depijn*

120 feet. Four stories, two base¬ 
ments, dome and tpv^er, bes^ps 
a complete photographic and photo¬ 
engraving establishment (else¬ 
where described) 80 by 40 feet}, 
on the roof. 

THE FLOORS AND THEIR USE& 
Sub-basement 

Total floor space, 13,500 square 
feet. The bottom is 31 feet be¬ 
low the curb. For storing roll- 
print paper. Reached by a power¬ 
ful freight elevator, carrying 15 
tons, one passenger elevator, a 
sidewalk elevator, an electric paper 
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hoist, and by adequate stairways 
Capacity for storing 600 tons of 
paper. 

BASEMENT 

Pressroom proper. Total floor 
space, 6540 square feet, including 
the various “dips, spurs and angles,” 
and considerable working space 
under the west side-walk. Five 
presses, each with its own individ¬ 
ual electric motor; electric switch¬ 
boards; lift to convey roll paper 
from the sub-basement; foreman’s 
room, machine shop, supplies 
room, boiler room, ink pump and 
conveyors, roller cabinets, closets, 
broken-paper baler, core-corner, and 
rooms under sidewalk. 

Hoe perfecting presses in use: 
1 “Uncle Sam” (rescued sex¬ 
tuple—24 pages); 2. “Colum¬ 
bia” (sextuple—24 pages, entire¬ 
ly rebuilt from two like machines 
destroyed in the great fire of 
October 1, 1910); 3. “American 

Sire” (new octuple—32 pages); 
4. “American Boy ” (new octuple 
—32 pages; 5. (“American Girl” 
(tri-color;) the recently rebuilt 
7-cylinder, 48-page multicolor 
magazine-perfecting machine, upon 
which the Illustrated Weekly is 
printed at the rate of 12,000 com¬ 
plete copies per hour; the sheets 
being superimposed and inset, cut, 
trimmed and delivered folded, 
wire-stitched and counted, by a 
series of successive operations so 
nearly simultaneous as to make 
them appear as one operation. 
The running speed of these great 
machines is from 12,000 to 48,000 
complete papers per hour. 

In front of the battery of presses, 
and separated from them by a 
metal curtain, is the lower mailing 
room, including much available 
working space under the west and 
south sidewalks, this department 
having a total floor space of 8200 
square feet, and being devoted to 
the operations of collecting, “stuf¬ 
fing,” wrapping, bundling and 
mailing the printed sheets, requir¬ 
ing the work of many hands. 

Mezzanine Floor (same story, 
looking down into the mailing and 
press rooms). Floor space, 3200 

square feet; used by the head and 

for the head-work of the mailing 


department, and for the overflow 
from “the lower regions;” also 
available for a visitor’s gallery. 
Capacious and finely lighted. 

FIRST FLOOR 

Counting Room. Floor space, 
10,000 square feet, including lobby, 
aisles, subdivisions for the general 
manager, assistant general manager, 
cashier, superintendents of sub¬ 
scription and advertising, and other 
heads, consultation room for pat¬ 
rons; tables and desks, closets and 
cabinets; large compartment for 
reserve copies, files, books and 
papers. The convenience of the 
public has been specially considered 
here.
